Centre for Interdisciplinary Studies in Society and Culture Presentation 
e Maurice Charland, Director, Centre for Interdisciplinary Studies in Society 
and Culture 
e Catherine Russell, Director, PhD in Humanities 


At this point the Chair introduced M. Charland and K. Russell who spoke about the Centre for 
Interdisciplinary Studies in Society and Culture and the plans that they have for the centre. M. 
Charland explained that it was a joint operation that was comprised of 2/3 support from Arts and 
Science and 1/3 support from Fine Arts. He explained that the goal of the centre was to provide a 


place to foster interdisciplinarity and encouraged faculty members from Fine Arts to submit 
proposals for workshops. 


Our major activities of the centre include: 
» A Visiting Lecturer Series that brings internationally recognized scholars to Concordia. 


« A New Books at Concordia Seminar Series that highlight the scholarship of Concordia 
faculty. 


«Performances and exhibitions highlight the interrelationship between the Humanities, 
Social Sciences and Fine Arts. 


« Faculty Working Groups 
« CISSC Fellows Seminars. 


K. Russell stated that it was her 6" year as the Director of The PhD in Humanities and that Bina 
Freiwald from Arts and Science will be taking over this position at the end of her term (June 1, 
2008).

Wednesday, February 27 at 6 p.m., D.B. Clarke Theatre 
Artist, art historian and incoming Dean of The School of the Arts at Columbia University 
in New York Carol Becker examines the ethical assumptions, often unarticulated, that are 
unique and fundamental to art and design. 

e Oscar nomination for Madame Tutli-Putli — an animated short by Maciek Szczerbowski 
(Concordia Design for the Theatre Alum 1994) and Chris Lavis 

e Another Academy Awards nomination (for Best Animated short) is for J Met the Walrus, 
whose main animation was done by alumnus James Braithwaite (English Lit 05) 

e Yung Chang (BFA 99 Film Production) has been enjoying great success with his film Up 
the Yangtze (Cinema’s Dan Cross is the Associate Producer). The film won Best Canadian 
Documentary at the Vancouver International Film Festival and was voted one of the “10 
Best Canadian Films” at the Toronto International Film Festival. It made its Canadian 
premiere on February 8 in Toronto and will open in Montreal on Friday, February 22.

6. Question Period 


D. Berthiaume explained to members of Council that CUSSU was having a meeting today to 
discuss the latest agreement and that the situation looks very promising. 


P, Rist asked why Departments have been asked to include full documentation on all of the 
shortlisted candidates when submitting the hiring dossier for the preferred candidate. 


The Chair explained that the procedures have been determined through the guidelines of the CUFA 
collective agreement and at the specific requests of the JEEC (Joint Employment Equity 
Committee) that reviews all dossiers.

8. Committee Reports 


A report from the January 11, 2008 meeting of Senate was prepared by R. Cross and sent out to the 
members of Council prior to the meeting. There were no questions. 


The Chair also explained that at the last meeting of Senate a motion to re-establish the position of 
the Dean of the School of Graduate Studies (reporting to the VPRGS) was supported. 


9. Report of the Working Group on University Governance 


The Chair explained that the report was completed by the JMSB and HEC. It was released publicly 
and sent to the Minister of Education. A response from the Board of Governors was requested and 
the deadline for Concordia’s response is February 20, 2008. The Chair explained that she had 
prepared a response after consulting the Deans and Chairs membership. This document was 
distributed to the members of Council prior to this meeting. A discussion ensued and the following 
motions were proposed:

10. Academic 
e Major Undergraduate Curriculum Change - Department of Art History (FFAC-08-02- 
15-D1) 
.@ Major Undergraduate Curriculum Change - Department of Studio Arts (FFAC-08-02- 
15-D2) 


Associate Dean Foss explained that D1 and D2 were linked and proposed that they both be 
considered at the same time. The changes in the first document reflects the decision that the 
Department of Art History take over the History of Photography course previously offered by the 
Department of Studio Arts. The Department of Art History is also proposing a new online course 
for Non-Fine Arts students, ARTH 272 From Realism to Abstraction in Canadian Art. They are 
also proposing prerequisites for these courses.

Associate Dean Foss brought the member’s attention to the last area of the report which dealt with 
new funding from the Vice-President, Research and Graduate Studies.

S. Diamond have done in regards to additional graduate student funding for the Faculty. 


11. Research and International Relations 
e Report of the Associate Dean, Research and International Relations (FFAC-08-02-15-

Associate Dean Hughes wanted to add the post-doctorate working with T. Waugh that she omitted, 
Julie Beaulieu. 


She also mentioned that there is a procedure for post-doctorates and that she would need to be 
advised of any post doctorates that faculty members are working with. 


She explained that she is working on setting up workshops for new grant holders to give them 
information on grant administration. Associate Dean Hughes updated Council on the fact that she 
is working on the strategic research plan for the Faculty to be included in the university-wide plan. 
A draft will be available for the next meeting of Council. 


12. _—‘ Facilities 
e Report of the Associate Dean, Planning and Academic Facilities (FFAC-08-02-15-D6) 


The Chair explained that Associate Dean Cappelluto was not able to be at this meeting of Council 
and that should anyone have any questions in regards to the report, they may contact Associate 
Dean Cappelluto directly. 


G. Schwartz had a question in regards to private study and the consultation process. He explained 
that it has been going on for a long time and that there was only one consultation meeting when 
Associate Dean Krol was in the Dean’s Office and there have been no follow up meetings since. 


The chair encouraged G. Schwartz to contact Associate Dean Cappelluto directly and will also 
forward his question to her. 


13. Other business 

On behalf of A. Jim, J. Bélisle mentioned that the Art History Graduate Symposium would be held 
on March 14 and March 15, 2008 in EV 105.
